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What Germany Is To Pay. 


The Supreme Council has got 
into and out of another dead- 
lock; this time on the question of 
what total amount Germany will 
be required to pay in the way of 
reparation. The French govern- 
ment demanded 53 billion dollars ;| 
Premier Lloyd George held that 
30 billion dollars was all Germany 
could pay, or all that it could be 
forced to pay without stimulating | 
it to such a pitch of industrial 
development as would make its? 
rivalry more harmful to the) 
allies than the money would be| 
useful. 

A few days ago the Leygnes 
cabinet was defeated in the 
Chamber of Deputies because the 
Premier refused to be interpellat-| 
ed on the reparations question. 


The government resigned and 
was succeeded by a  ministry| 
headed by . Briand. The sum 


demanded by the new government 
at the conference evidently re- 
flects the temper of the assembly, 
and suggests that the Leygues 
cabinet fell because it was sus- 
pected of being willing to let 
Germany off with lighter punish- 
ment. 

The compromise arrangement | 
by which the dead-lock was| 
broken is that Germany wil! be 
required to pay an annual sum | 
ranging from two billion to six | 
billion gold marks for the next| 
40 years; or say, from 400 mil-| 
lion to 1,200 million dollars. } 
And to prevent German goods | 
flooding the world market at| 
prices with which allied manu- 
facturers could not compete, a 
tax of 12 1-2 per cent is to be 
imposed upon German exports 

It is to be assumed that this 
tax will go to meet the annual 
payments. Otherwise the scheme 
would take on the aspect of an at- 
tempt to collect from Germany 
and to, at the same time, pre- 
vent Germany getting the means 
with which to pay. If Germany| 
cannot export it cannot pay, and 
to whatever extent exportation 18 
prevented, the chances of collect 
ing will be diminished. Whatever 
punishment Germany may deserve 
and however efficient its industria 


} 


leaders and workmen, it cannot 
perform miracles. The allies can 
not have it both ways They 
must prepare to meet ‘‘cheap 


German goods’’ in the world mar 
kets or dismiss the hope of get

than half way in making the
